Summary: 


Paraphilias: Bizarre or abnormal sexual praetices that involve recurrent sexual urges for used on 
non-human objects ( such as underwear, shoes, or leatherjHumiliation or the experience of 
receiving or giving pain as in sadomasochism or bondage) or sex with children or others that 
cannot grant consent. 

• Paraphilias have existed and been recorded for thousands of years and is even 
transcribed in buddhist texts over 2000 years ago in describing sexual deviant behavior among 
monastic communities including sex with animals (bestiality) and sex with corpses (necrophilia). 

• Sexual deviancy is not a new behavior: As early as 1887 Richard von Krafft-Ebing's 
published a book entitled Psychopathia Sexualis and was the first published memoir to 
discuss paraphilias s sadism, bestiality and incest. Criminal penalty is not enforced if out 
of the laws reach until put upon unwilling participants they are unlawful. 

Examples of outlawed Paraphilia are: 

• Erotteurism: Rubbing and touching a stranger in public 

• Voyeurism: Gaining sexual pleasure from spying or watching unsuspecting people 
undressing or having sex. 

• Exhibitionism: Gaining sexual pleasure from exposing yourself in order to surprise or 
shock a stranger. 

• Sadomasochism: Deriving Pleasure from inflicting or receiving pain onto another. 

• Pedophelia: Attaining sexual pleasure from sexual activity with prepubescent children. 

It is a common misconception that men are the only sexual predators to children however a 
recent study of 100 adult female sex offenders found that 77 percent of the cases involved sexual 
abuse of their own child and i about two-thirds of the cases the woman had a male co-offender. 
Some suspected factors that may contribute to pedophelias has not been completelry dtermined 
but are things such as: 

• Abnormal Brain structure 

• Social-maladaptation 

• Neurological dysfunction 



• Disturbance in the prefrontal eortex, injury during or before birth 

• Cognitive distortions and early exposure to large amounts of pornography 

• There are some determined genetie faetors as well as brain trauma being linked to 
ehild molestation.
